An Analysis of the Possibilities of the Leading Candidates for 
Mayor of New York 1933 


THE TAMMANY SOCIETY 
Tammany Society was founded as “The 
Columbian Order” on May 12, 1789—the day 
dedicated to Tamenund, or Tammany, the 
Head Chief and Patriarch of the Lenni 
Lenope or Delaware Indians. The Pennsyl- 


‘ vania troops of Washington’s army adopted 


him as their patron saint in place of the 
English St. George. It was approved and 
fostered by Thomas Jefferson and Aaron 
Burr as an opposing element to the order 
of the Cincinnati, which supported the prin- 
ciples of Washington and Hamilton. The 
Order of Cincinnati favored a centralized 
government. Their party was known as the 
Federal Party, whereas the Jefferson adher- 
ents were termed the Republican Party. 
Tammany still uses the name “Democratic- 
Republican” or “Republican-Democratic” in 
designating its candidates. The name 
“Democratic Party” was not formally used 
until Andrew Jackson’s time. Jackson was 
the first president elected by popular vote. 
The Federals had by that time become the 
“Whigs” and afterwards adopted the name 
“Republicans” when John C, Fremont was 
a candidate. 


O’BRIEN-LA GUARDIA 


In considering the relative possibilities of 
these two gentlemen for election to the office 
of Mayor of New York in 1933, it seems 
advisable to devote some space to a consid- 
eration of the Horoscope of Tammany the 
Terrible. The Fate of the Ship is the fate 
of the Captain. 

“Believe it or not” folks, this Tammany 
creature is in very poor health—sick unto 
death in fact. From this it need not be in- 
ferred that Tammany Hall is fated to pass 
out of the picture entirely and “like the 
baseless fabric of a vision—leave not a 
wreck behind.” Anything that endures 
through the tides and storms of time as 
Tammany Hall has endured has by that fact 
alone given ample proof of its powers of 
endurance and this also proves that in this 
society there were originally incorporated 
seeds of greatness and of immortality. But 
no form—individual or organization— can 
be immune to the regenerative forces of 
evolution, which eternally, inevitably destroy 
—and rebuild. This entity that was born 
May 12, 1789 can be no exception. 

It is evident that the Tammany Society is 
fast approaching—in fact has already en- 
tered the most critical period in its history. 
Never before in the History of the Order 
has there been a progressed configuration of 
such significance as we find now in process 
of development and complete in just four 
years. Following that time it is our opinion 





that while the ideal of the original “Colum- 
bian Order” will no doubt endure and go on 
to achieve new greatness the Society of 
Tammany in its present form will no longer 
exist. These progressions mark the time of 
dissolution and rebirth in a new form. 

The election of November 7, 1933, specifi- 
cally threatens the integrity of Tammany 
Hall and strikes a serious blow at its very 
foundations. We shall expect The Tam- 
many Ticket to be defeated at the November 
elections and in no uncertain manner—a 
duplication, in fact, on a smaller scale, of 
the Roosevelt victory in the National elec- 
tion of 1932 which we forecasted in detail in 
the February, 1932 issue of Popular Astrol- 
ogy under the title “Our Next President.” 
(A limited number of this issue are avail- 
able, price 25c). 

Briefly analyzing the Astrological con- 
figurations upon which we have based this 
opinion, we find that Uranus and the Moon 
are so placed on November 7th as to stimu- 
late a cross in the horoscope of Tammany 
which involves Mars, Jupiter and Neptune. 
We also find Uranus afflicted close to the 
South node of this chart. We also find that 
this involves Neptune in the horoscope of 
Mayor O’Brien which is in natal square to 
Saturn and Mercury, which places him on 
the cross with Tammany. Mayor O’Brien 
also had Jupiter trine Neptune in his natal 
chart but this Jupiter was in the 28th degree 
of Leo—almost exactly under the eclipse of 
August 21, 1933 which renders his Jupiter 
practically worthless and powerless to help 
him. Mayor O’Brien has a chart which 
combined with the horoscope of Tammany 
produces a grand square. Nine times out 
of ten this would aspire victory for both but 
not in 1933, Uranus and the Moon (radical 
tendencies in public consciousness on the 
day of the election in November will throw 
the combination off balance. The people 
are ripe for A New Deal, and November 7, 
1933 is a day when New Deals are in order. 
The same aspect will probably produce some 
sensational political upsets and reversals of 
public opinion in the majority of cities 
through out the nation not alone New York. 
Furthermore it is likely to be somewhat un- 
expected. We doubt that the Primary vote 
of September will be a very accurate index 
or give much indication of what will happen 
in November. 

So far as the configurations favoring the 
Fusion candidate, La Guardia, is concerned 
we need not go into great detail further 
than to mention that there are indications 
that Social Reform Organizations under 
feminine leadership are likely to provide his 
strongest support and assurance of victory. 
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Horoscope of United States 


This chart is calculated from the horo- 
scope of Thomas Jefferson, who drafted the 
Constitution which was finally accepted by 
Congress and who is, therefore, the real 
Father of this country since the Govern- 
ment is a manifestation of that ideal of 
Thomas Jefferson. It is interesting to find 
that this chart agrees with that which we 
believe to be the most generally accepted 
chart among astrologers today. It is not 
known upon what fact our predecessors 
based their conclusion that Gemini should be 
the ascendant and it must be admitted that 
the authenticity of this horoscope has been 
disputed. 

An essay by Mr. John Hazelrigg relative 
to “the Horoscope of the Declaration of In- 
dependence” published as one of the astro- 
scientific series issued by the American 
Academy of Astrologians advances 14/42 
Libra as an ascendant for United States the 
chart being calculated for 0:20 P. M., July 
4, 1776, Philadelphia, Pa. In support of this 
horoscope Mr. Hazelrigg furnishes an ex- 
cerpt from the Journal of Congress of July 
4, 1776. 














“Agreeable to the order of the day, the 
Congress resolved itself into a committee of 
the whole, to take into further consideration 
the Declaration and after some time the 
President resumed the chair and Mr. Harri- 
son reported that the committee had agreed 
to a Declaration which they desired to re- 
port”. And further in the same minutes 
(vide Lossing, the Historian) it is recorded. 
“At a little past meridian on the fourth of 
July, 1776, a unanimous vote of the thirteen 
colonies was given in favor of declaring 
themselves free and independent states.” a 

As Mr. Hazelrigg says “This would seem 
to lift its geniture out of the sphere of 
controversy into the region of certitude” 
to which we would add, this evidence 
does seem very convincing. If it is also a 
fact the majority of astrologians have ac- 
cepted the Gemini ascendant—why? We 
cannot arrive at a judgment until the case 
for both sides is presented and the evidence 
is not all in until the exact origin of this 
Gemini horoscope is established. 
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What's Wrong 
With U. S. 


Ed. Note:-The following analysis of the United 
States horoscope was first written and pub- 
lished in the August, 1931 issue of our 
original publication “Astrological Bulletin’. 
In view of certain radical changes that are 
taking place in our form of government and 
the unusual measures that are being adopted 
by President Roosevelt in meeting the 
National Crisis we believe that many of our 
readers will find this analysis of special 
interest at this time. 


It cannot be claimed for Astrology that it is a 
panacea for all the ills of the human race altho 
that would seem to be the conviction of many 
who enthusiastically take up the study. These 
students are subsequently greatly disappointed 
when they find that their problems have really 
increased and that the battle of Life has become 
for them a more intense struggle because of the 
greater responsibility that results from increased 
knowledge. Those who expect to find in Astrol- 
ogy a short-cut to the land of their dreams and 
a way of life that is effortless and free from 
pain are likely to find themselves in an even 
worse condition than they were before they took 
up the study and those who are merely looking 
for some magic formula that will make life 
easier would be well advised to leave such 
studies alone. But those who believe that “The 
purpose of life is not happiness but experience” 
can see back of the illusions of personal and 
temporal life an Eternal Reality and them- 
selves as a part of that Reality. These il- 
lumined souls see back of all personal aims and 
ambitions. “The development of the Individual 
as a Creative center for the Universal Creative 
Will” as the ONE great purpose of all temporal 
Life. Such a person finds Astrology a most 
valuable aid to the better understanding of the 
Causes of such conditions as he may contact, 
and when we thoroughly understand the cause 
of any condition we are not far from the 
remedy. It is an occult but practical truth 
that the remedy for any condition is always 
found within the condition itself. Every 
disease is its own cure and in every problem 
will be found, as one of the factors of the 
problem, the key to its solution. What we 
need as a means to a greater mastery of Mate- 
rial conditions is a better understanding of 
Spiritual Laws. When we thoroughly under- 
stand and have clearly formulated a Natural 
Law we can then specialize the conditions un- 
der which that Law is allowed to operate and 





work miracles indeed. This is a Truth to which 
our modern age of scientific miracles is a wit- 
ness. We do not achieve this by changing or 
setting aside a natural Law but rather by 
complying with it, by using it instead of being 
merely used by it—Iron is made to float by an 
application of the same Law that under natural 
conditions causes it to sink—and precisely the 
same method may be used in the application 
of Psychological Laws. Man may improve on 
nature by using his God-given faculty of 
Reason, and individuals may become happy, 
prosperous and healthy by an application of 
the same laws which under natural conditions 
would keep them in poverty or in ill-health. 
The destiny of a Nation may be guided by the 
same method, which is to carefully study the 
Causes of any existing condition with a view 
to a thorough understanding of the Laws gov- 
erning the re-actions observable and then thru 
an intelligent specialization of conditions 
bring about the desired effect. Thus we start 
with effects, reason back to causes and then 
back out again emerging with an entirely new 
and more desirable effect. This is, of course, 
quite a common procedure in scientific circles 
but as a method for investigation is applied 
with greater difficulty to Individual or 
National economic problems because the fac- 
tors in these problems are relatively more 
subtle, quite intangible and difficult to define. 
The Scientist has no difficulty in expressing a 
Chemical reaction definitely and concisely in a 
formula, but an Emotional or Mental re- 
action is quite another matter and the Scientist 
finds that he is dealing with factors that can- 
not by ordinary means be measured, clearly 
defined or expressed in any concrete form. 
Now the Astrologer comes forward with a 
mathematical Formula of the Individual (or 
Nation) with all the factors in such a form 
that they may be seen, defined and measured 
and their probable future reactions under any 
given condition calculated with mathematical 
exactitude enabling us to accurately study 
causes, formulate laws and properly specialize 
conditions, thus promising to place the Social 
Sciences on an equal footing with Physical 
Science. We cannot attempt to go further into 
the Rationale of Astrology at this time or 
attempt to explain fully just why it is possible 
to know so much about an individual by study- 
ing a chart of Planets positions at the time 
of Birth. Sufficient it is to say that it is well 
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grounded in Logic, and what is most impor- 
tant, IT WORKS. Such explanation as has 
been given is a necessary prelude to a study 
of the Horoscope of the United States (or 
any other for that matter) if any information 
of value is to be obtained thereby. 

When we undertake to analyze a Chart it 
might be well to bear in mind that it is not 
HOW MUCH information we may glean 
therefrom that is most important. It is rather 
HOW ACCURATE that information may be 
and how much of it may be applied to a solu- 
tion of the problem at hand. Looking at the 
Horoscope on page 4 we see Uranus 
exactly on the Ascendant telling us 
that “All men are born FREE and equal” 
which, however, happens to be a contradiction 
in terms and ignores a fundamental Law of 
Nature which is that, “Manifestation implies 
limitation” and the INEQUALITY and con- 
flict is the very essence of Life, and so it 
would appear that on July 4th, 1776 a Nation 
was born which was thru bitter experiences 
to teach a certain people the very valuable 
lesson that the only real freedom is to be 
found in OBEDIENCE to Law. There is a 
way of inducing a Uranian person (or peo- 
ple) to obey Law and live a properly organ- 
ized Life, but it is only thru recognition of 
the fact that Man-made Laws are only effec- 
tive when they are in harmony with Natural 
Law and express a Spiritual Urge and desire 
on the part of the Individual. Herein may 
be a hint to the Law Makers who would de- 
vote so much time to the making of laws and 
so little time to the Spiritual education of 
those whom they would govern. The Law of 
a Uranian Life was very aptly expressed by 
Kant in his formula for a Moral Life: “So 
act that the immediate motive of thy will may 
become a universal rule for all intelligent 
beings”. Within the limits of such a divine 
Law may be found true freedom, and spiritual 
equality for freedom is then no longer a Per- 
sonal but rather a National or Racial Ideal 
and your Uranian citizen thinks less of his 
own personal. Freedom and more of the other 
fellow’s Liberty. This is not Patriotism but 
the trua Brotherhood of Man. The Law 
Makers of a Uranian Nation must eventually 
be forced to realize that only those Laws 
which accurately express the Will of the ma- 
jority of the citizens have any chance of 
being enforced and to attempt to enforce any 
other is National Suicide. There is some- 
thing about this perverse Planet (Uranus) 
which causes it to delight in deliberately do- 
ing exactly the opposite when it feels itself 
being coerced into any course of action to the 
slightest degree. 

The Moon in the Midheaven of this Chart 
proclaims “Government for the People and by 
the People” hut the Moon is ruler of the 





House of Finance and with three Planets in- 
cluding the SUN in this department central- 
ization of Wealth is ever likely to be an 
obstacle in the way to a realization of this 
Ideal of popular government. For the read- 
ing of this is that Money becomes the central 
and controlling factor of the Nation, and the 
Ruler of the Banking department disposing 
of the Ruler of the House of Government 
indicates that Money is likely to be the real 
ruler of the Nation and the actual measure 
of Power. Well—something must be the in- 
strument of Power, and it might as well be 
money as anything else, but if the People are 
to rule and Money is to be the symbol of 
their Power what must necessarily happen 
when this Money becomes centralized in the 
hands of a few and the People as a whole no 
longer have it, that is to say when Money 
ceases to circulate, the streams of National 
Life dry up and the result is National 
paralysis, the usual result of a blood-clot on 
the brain. The secret of National Success and 
Health (if it may be called a secret) is the 
free circulation of Wealth, and as a Nation 
it is not what we save and hoard that guar- 
antees prosperity but what we spend. How- 
ever, people cannot spend what they do not 
possess. Now it would appear from the above 
configuration of Planets that the Solution to 
this National problem is to be found in the 
GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP and Control 
of the Wealth of the Nation. This would 
seem to be an inevitable result if Government 
is to be by the People and Money is to be 
the instrument of Government. The People 
cannot govern the circulation of Money if 
they do not have it in their possession. If a 
few individuals personally control the wealth 
of the Nation what has happened to the 
Government by the People? 

The recent Financial Depression has been 
instrumental in bringing this economic situa- 
tion out as the major problem of the day. 
True the Depression can be explained Astro- 
logically by calling attention to the Transit 
of Saturn past the opposition to the Financial 
Planets in the United States Horoscope. 
This is a regular 29-year cycle for approxi- 
mately every 29 years Saturn transits this 
point in the National Horoscope and pre- 
cipitates a Financial Crisis but this is merely 
an effect of a deeper cause. If the Natural 
Laws expressed thru the Radical chart were 
properly understood and applied these adverse 
transits would have a relatively minor effect. 
In the foregoing Analysis we have attempted 
to suggest a possible solution for a couple of 
these basic problems from the view-point of 
Astrology. 
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The Houses of Happiness

“There are hermit souls 


that live withdrawn 


In the place of their self content, 

There are souls like stars that dwell apart 
In a fellowless firmament, 

There are pioneer souls that blaze a path 
Where highways never ran, 

But let me live in a house by the side of the road 


And be a friend to man 


The twelfth house, or last department of 
a horoscope, holds all that is hidden from 
the outside world 

It is the domain of our most cherished 
dreams and thoughts, of which very few, if 
any, of our friends and acquaintances are 
even vaguely aware. 

It has been called the house of secret 
sorrow, limitation and _ self-undoing, but 
it is also the realm of inner peace and con- 
tent—of true happiness, the kind that does 
not depend upon outside conditions for 
manifestation, but lies within the heart. In 
its relation to Pisces, the twelfth sign, it 
confers, through suffering and _ so-called 
limitation, great understanding and compas- 
sion for others. 

A twelfth house native (one born just 
after sunrise, when the sun has risen above 
the horizon and is therefore in the twelfth 
department of the horoscope), when he 
comes to self realization, or true understand- 
ing of self, is forever helping others—those 
who need and deserve help, especially the 
weak and afflicted. Yet he is quite happy 
alone, in the independence of solitude, and 
it has been said, “Happy is the man who 
can live with himself.” He is usually silent 
about his affairs, seldom confiding to any 
his joys and sorrows, though many come to 
him to unburden their hearts and seldom 
fail to find comfort thereby. His house 
should be, figuratively speaking, “by the side 
of the road” where he should strive to be- 
come the Good Samaritan to all the weary 
souls that pass his way, yet reveal his in- 
nermost self to very few. In kabbilistic 
symbology this house is represented by the 
sacrifice, or the hanged man who has been 
betrayed by those whom he helped and 
trusted. In Christian philosophy this Man 
is symbolized by the Christ who died with 
forgiveness upon his lips and who arose 
triumphant. These are the people who must 
learn to turn the other cheek and to hold 
their peace in all crucial moments. Their 
happiness comes through making others 
happy and in forgiving their enemies. The 
Goddess of Vengeance seems enthroned 
in this twelfth house, where she turns her 
destructive rays alternately upon the native 
himself and upon his offenders, varying ac- 
cording to the former’s spirit of forgive- 
ness.

In childhood, a twelfth house native is a 
solitary little figure standing apart from his 
playmates. Although he may join them and 
seek to become as one of them, he is seldom 
understood, and longs intensely yet secretly 
for another’s understanding. Like a lonely 
wolf he bays the moon. In his heart is a 
great restlessness and yearning. He feels 
keenly his “limitations”, and in some vague 
inexpressible way knows that he is an “out- 
sider”. 

The keynote of this house is self-re- 
nunciation, sacrifice and absolution. These 
do not come by dreams, by dwelling apart 
from human suffering and pain. They come 
by persecution and crucifixion. These the 
twelfth house native usually experiences 
before he finds that peace, freedom and hap- 
piness which he seeks and which should be 
his ultimate reward and destiny. 

When these natives are good they are, 
like the little girl in nursery rhyme, “very, 
very good”. There is no hypocrisy about 
them, nor are there any half measures. This 
house has a strong affinity with the church. 
The monks and priests who renounce, the 
pleasures of the world for their religion 
have strong twelfth house planets. The her- 
mits who are “self content” probably have 
most of their planets in this department. 
It may be that in childhood or early life 
these natives experienced the sorrow at- 
tributed to this section of the horoscope and 
are thereafter satisfied that “the world’s 
ways are not their ways.” 

This house has been called the prison ° 
house. In its shadowy side it has rulership 
over the underworld, asylums, hospitals and 
prisons. The undeveloped twelfth house 
native longs for freedom (from limitation) 
to obtain which he may use drastic means, 
as in the taking of drugs or intoxicants to 
shatter the walls that seemingly surround 
him. Thus he may experience the “self- 
undoing” of this department. He has not 
come to understand that the real freedom is 
from self and must come from within and 
that “stone walls do not a prison make.” 
Many twelfth house people have found 
themselves—come to true understanding of 

selves and their own particular lives—while 
“doing time” in prison, as in the case of a 
young badly afflicted-twelfth-house Taurean 
who recently committed a serious mis- 
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demeanor while under the influence of al- 
cohol. In the silence of those grey walls he 
found time to commune with his own soul, 
as did Oscar Wilde, judging from his 
“Ballad of Reading Gaol’. It is well when 
life is not made to repeat these painful ex- 
periences, or that they are not, in this latter 
poet’s own words, “in vain” 

The ancient astronomer- -poet, Omar Khay- 
yam, seemed to have at last realized the 
true meaning of happiness when he wrote, 


“A book of verses underneath a bough, 
A loaf of bread, a jug of wine, and thou 
Beside me, singing in the wilderness, 

O, wilderness were paradise enough,’ 


in preference to the artificial gaiety and reck- 
lessness as displayed earlier in his master- 
piece. 

In some such simple way as this should 
twelfth house planets find ultimate expres- 
sion. They are the flowers that are “born 
to blush unseen”, at least by the crowds, 
but their natives, through lack of self un- 
derstanding or through environmental con- 
ventionalities, often do not realize this, as 
in the case of a modern young woman whose 
horoscope revealed a well-aspected twelfth 
house Sun and Venus. She, for these same 
reasons, married a man of wealth and social 
prestige, and by so doing was obliged to 
bring out these naturally retiring planets— 
so beautiful in their own natural setting, 
yet so out of place in a more conspicuous 
one—to seek artificial expression in, for 
them, a meaningless world of vain endeavor 
to be as others, with the subsequent result 
of inner planetary rebellion. How much 
better it would be for her to choose a mate 
in harmony with her twelfth house—one 
willing to live a quiet unassuming life re- 
moved from the social activities to which 
she does not belong, yet where she may 
help other deserving persons and fulfill the 
really glorious promise of her fine twelfth 
house. 

Another example of twelfth house planets, 
apparently afflicted, but however allowed, 
though somewhat tragically, to express 
themselves, can be found in Fannie Hurst’s 
novel, “Back Streets”, in which the heroine 
found more than ordinary happiness—yet 
not without its price of pain—in twelfth 
house love and sacrifice.

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—things not spoken of, because words slay 
their beauty; not viewed by alien eyes, for 
these might profane.

For 
only as we learn to understand ourselves 
are we content and finally understood by 
others and, by ceasing to rebel at limita- 
tion, find true freedom. Or, in forgetting 
self in love and sacrifice, find happiness. 

As dawn comes after dark, so pleasure 
follows pain. And from the “house of se- 
cret sorrow” comes secret joy, born of faith 
and knowledge of life’s justness and purpose.

HENRY FORD 

Here is a veteran who has weathered 
many a storm but never one quite like this. 

The eclipse of August 21, 1933 took place 
exactly on Mr. Ford’s natal Mars in the 
Midheaven of his chart and also in conjunc- 
tion with his progressed Moon for this year. 

This is a similar configuration to that 
which took place on August 21, 1914 when 
there was also an eclipse in conjunction with 
Mr. Ford’s Mars but in that instance his 
progressed Moon was in Sagittaries trine 
this Mars—quite a different situation. 

Furthermore, we find that the Lunation of 
October 19 takes place very close to Mr. 
Ford’s Jupiter opposed by the transiting

It is interesting to note that this Lunation 
of October 19 occurs in close conjunction 
with General Johnson’s progressed Mars 
and Mercury. It looks as though the N RA 
chief will have a battle on his hands in 
October and a court battle at that—and Mr.

This seems to resolve itself into a contest 
between Jupiter and the Mars-Mercury con- 
junction.

THE WORLD SERIES 

We have been asked to forecast the prob- 
able results of the World Series to be de- 
termined late in September or early in Oc- 
tober. 

At the moment of going to press the exact 
dates on which these games are to be played 
are still undetermined: In addition to this 
forecasting of the results of a ball game by 
astrology must always be difficult.

THE WASHINGTON SENATORS 
have the best chance of winning the World 
Series. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that also in our opinion the data is incom- 
plete but reliable so far as it goes. 
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Regardless of what the temporary fluctua- 
tions may seem to indicate, we believe that 
the Second Major Cycle of the year com- 
menced in August and continues throughout 
October. 

We believe that barring temporary rever- 
sals from time to time the Market will still 
be reaching for the high point of the year 
by the time November rolls around and that 
the real break in this particular cycle will 
come during November. We shall attempt 
to give the exact date in our next (Novem- 
ber) issue. 

The most dangerous area during the 
month of October is that between October 
3 and October 19, but we believe that gov- 
ernmental action and anticipation of new 
and encouraging legislation of major signifi- 
cance will sustain the market throughout 
this period, at least so far as the major 
swing is concerned. 

October 3 to October 11 

The market enters this period at a very 
critical point and is likely to be in a very 
uncertain and nervous condition. There is 
an indication of considerable excitement and 
high tension. There may be a speculative 
fever and some very erratic moves. The 
tendency is distinctly reactionary but that 
can go two ways and one thing is certain, it 
will not run true to form but will go directly 
opposite to the expectations of the experts 
and professional traders. We look for 
Legislative Action to sustain the Market at 
this time and provide a foundation for new 
and probably quite extraordinary advances. 


October 11 to October 19 

A period of dull trading is indicated 
around October 13, under a general tendency 
to depression and doubt correlated with 
pessimistic rumors and reports of various 
kinds, such being reflected in declining 
prices, but there is still a pronounced ele- 
ment of speculation in public consciousness 
—plus a certain deep and well founded 
confidence in a future not so far removed. 
This may be in anticipation of New Legis- 
lation of major importance which is believed 
soon to be enacted. Hence while we would 
ordinarily expect the Market to take a ride 
on a Toboggan as a result of certain aspects 
in force during this period, we believe that 
in this instance the approaching trine of 
Jupiter and Saturn (now close and exact 
October 25) should check the reactionary 
tendencies.

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We are facing today a mighty moment in 
the dramatic ritual of the evolution of human 
consciousness; a moment of general repol- 
arization affecting the basic process of hu- 
man thinking and the rhythm of the planet 
itself. The focalization of the human Mind 
is being transferred from Time to Space. 

This will undoubtedly seem to most very 
cryptic. Yet it is the essential key to the 
vast changes which are taking place today 
publicly, changes which however have been 
going on behind the stage of official his- 
tory ever since the time of Gautama the 
Buddha and Pythagoras, twenty five cen- 
turies ago. These twenty five centuries have 
been a period of transition; and now the 
the change is affecting the visible world and 
the masses of humanity. Therefore now the 
time has come to repolarize all our con- 
ceptions of life, being and becoming. Re- 
polzrize does not mean destroy. What is 
happening is merely a change of emphasis. 
What was really true of old is still true to- 
day; but another face of the all-embracing 
and ineffable TRUTH is coming into pre- 
eminence which before had been visible 
only to a few. Soon the human masses will 
blindly worship it and deny the old, like 
children. . . .But this is the almost unavoid- 
able tragedy of mental youth, and humanity 
is still very young in mentality! 

Life is to be interpreted in terms of two 
basic coordinates: time and space; or be- 
coming and extension. Any entity is defin- 
able by its position in time and space. It 
occurs at a certain time and in a certain 
place. Of late the theory of relativity has 
shown that time could be, or ought to be 
taken as a dimension; that, roughly speak- 
ing, it had to be considered as a sort of 
fourth dimension. This in itself is a develop- 
ment most characteristic of the repolariza- 
tion of thinking above-mentioned for it real- 
ly indicates a definite subjection of time to 
space. Likewise the place of geometry, or 
the science of space, in modern science has 
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become preeminent and mathematics, the 
science of numbers (which, in a sense, can 
be conceived as evolving entities) has been 
dominated by spatial ideas. We shall see 
presently that the new and higher Astro- 
logy, which we have defined as the algebra 
of life, will have to follow suit and empha- 
size more and more the elements derived 
from space—among which the fixed stars, 
once their significance is fundamentally re- 
interpreted. 

In ancient times, at least during the early 
period of the Asiatic and Mediterranean 
civilizations which is at present the farthest 
we can go historically, human thought was 
dominated by time-valuations. Men trav- 
elled relatively little. They were more like 
plants rooted in a certain spot of earth and 
dominated by the drama of seasonal and tell- 
uric changes, and of the more intimate trans- 
formations which we call birth, growth, 
maturity, old age and death. The symbols 
men used then were first of all the moon 
and its phases (the regulating factor of all 
earthly growth and of many biological func- 
tions as well as of tides and rains;) then, 
in a more spiritual sense, the Sun, also al- 
tering ceaselessly its course and producing 
thereby the seasons. 

Archaic religions were born of the desire 
to glorify and also to use these cycles of 
change; and taking the moon as a meaning- 
ful symbol, they went one step further and 
proclaimed the existence of a hidden realm 
of becoming (the ever invisible face. of the 
Moon), extending the other side of death. 
Thus was constituted the pageant of life, 
death, celestial existence and rebirth; the 
symbol of the wheel of existence, the ever- 
lasting wheel of change. It is in order to 
lead men beyond this conception that Gau- 
tama the Buddha was born and taught; also 
to put in place of the idea of a Divine Be- 
ing and personal God the impersonal idea 
of the immutable, changeless LAW which, 
through the perpetual harmonization and 
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neutralization of action and reaction, negates 
all becoming and renders it a useless illu- 
sion. 

Gautama, in a sense, is to be considered 
as the Father of the new Western era which 
is definitely beginning, after twenty five 
centuries of transition. 
fortunately have been most misunderstood 
and, even as recorded some hundred years 
after his death, undoubtedly do not show 
the deeper and newer spirit of his message; 
no more than most of those teachings which 
are attributed today to Pythagoras reveal the 
true doctrine of the Greek master to whom 
has been given the name of the Spiritual 
Teacher of the Western World. The teach- 
ings of these great figures, as also those of 
Lao-Tze and Zarathustra, were space teach- 
ings; but coming in the midst of a world 
dominated by time values, they were at once 
perverted, or at any rate the strong space- 
emphasis was weakened and the old sense 
of time and change covered up the new 
structures. 

Wherever change is recognized as an es- 
sential and unavoidable reality of Life and 
the human Soul is considered as bound to 
the wheel of transformations similar to 
those which we can witness as occurring in 
nature, there time rules. Time is best charac- 
terized by vibrations. A periodical vibra- 
tion is constituted by alternating zones of 
pressure and depression, of condensation and 
diffusion. All cosmic energies manifest as 
or through vibrations. Energy and Vibra- 
tion are almost synonymous terms. Time 
is the essence or noumenon of both. Where 
one speaks preeminently of Energy there 
time-values dominate; there man is con- 
sidered as the culmination of nature, but 
also as a subject to nature, bound to the 
wheel of change. Where desires, emotional 
energies, intense devotionalism and_ the 
strong sense of life and death are predo- 
minant, there time is master. Man’s cons- 
ciousness is vibratory, unstable, seasonal, 
passional, devotional, rapturous—unmental. 

As soon as Mind becomes the focal point 
of man’s being, time-values begin to lose 
power. For Mind deals with permanent ab- 
stractions, with relationships which exist 
independently of the entities related and 
which therefore become free from change. 
An algebraic formula has overcome change, 
for it applies indifferently to millions of 
things. It expresses a permanent and con- 
stant relationship between entities which 
may change perpetually. It is not affected 
by time. It is universal and eternal. It re- 
presents a Form. 

Form is a most misunderstood and mis- 
applied term. As it is used by the vast 
majority of people it refers to “body”. But 
Form is not body. It is an abstract of rela- 
tionship which when operating in and 
through earthly substances manifests as 
body. No one can see or touch forms. One 
can only apprehend sensorially bodies. 
Forms are purely conceptual realities. They 
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can be mentally conceived but not sen- 
sorially perceived. Forms are at least re- 
latively permanent realities. Bodies are 
born, grow, decay and are no longer. Forms 
do not die. They are emanated by the Uni- 
versal Mind; and, in one sense at least, 
nothing happens to them, though everything 
happens through them. Being emanations 
of the Universal Mind they partake of Its 
absoluteness and changelessness. They 
ARE. But through them circulate all the 
energies of the cosmos. All natural ele- 
ments and substances cluster around them, 
as iron-filings around the invisible lines of 
forces of a magnetic field. 

As this occurs bodies appear, that is, im- 
permanent aggregations of elements and 
molecules organized for a certain length of 
time around the lines of magnetism which 
in their totality constitute a Form. Unless 
there are such aggregations of substantial 
elements around the outlines of the Form, 
this Form is invisible, We see and touch only 
bodies. Form is spiritual, or more accurate- 
ly super-substantial. Only Mind can know 
it; and only this Mind which is not debased 
or in thralldom to sense-perceptions, but is 
either a reflection or an agent of the Uni- 
versal Mind. 

In other words time acts through energy 
and vibration; space is in and through 
form. Consciousness is the third term of the 
trinity. It can be focalized either in time 
or in space, in energy or in form. Yet it 
requires both and is the synthesis of, or, in 
another sense, the user of both. 

Time and Space; Energy and Form; Be- 
coming and Being; Vibration and Relation- 
ship; Emotions and Mind—these are a few 
of the significant dualities which we have 
to face. Humanity as a whole is entering. a 
new era, during which the latter term of 
each duality will become pre-eminent. This 
will mean a readjustment of all our think- 
ing processes, of our sciences and philoso- 
phies, of our social institutions; a tremen- 
dous transformation which can hardly be 
grasped so thorough it must eventually be. 

In our next essay we shall study the way 
in which the above-stated principles can 
be used to offer a more complete and two- 
sided explanation of the problem of rebirth 
on this or other spheres of existence, a 
problem which is of vital importance to 
the new Astrologer who is not primarily in- 
tent upon the task of prognosticating events 
but of helping his clients to realize the form 
of their Destiny, the permanent and spiritual 
element of themselves, their “being” and not 
only their “becoming.” In this essay we 
shall briefly show how the emphasis on 
space-values and essential “being” is going 
to transform many old astrological concepts, 
not by destroying them but by bringing them 
into a different light. 

There are three fundamental ways in 
which celestial measurements are made in 
astronomy. In other words three basic sets 
of coordinates are used to determine the re- 
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lationship of the earth to all other celestial 
bodies. 

The first set is determined by the direction 
of gravity at the point where an observer 
stands. Above his head is the zenith, under 
his feet the nadir, and around: him is the 
circle of the horizon perpendicular to the 
line zenith-nadir. A star’s position can be 
determined with reference to the horizon 
and the meridian (the verticle circle which 
passes through the poles and mark the 
North and South points as it crosses the 
horizon). 

Lhe second set is determined by the direc- 
tion of the earth’s axis (North and South 
pole line) and with reference to the equator 
and the meridian or the point of the vernal 
equinox. It considers the earth as a whole 
independently of any observer’s position; 
while the first set changes according to the 
latter. 

The third set is given by the earth’s orbit 
of revolution around the sun. The position 
of a star is determined with reference to the 
plane of the ecliptic (the apparent path of 
the sun during the year) and to the point of 
the vérnal equinox. A fourth set is being 
used now by astronomers referring to the 
plane of the Milky Way (galactic longitude 
and latitude); but it has not yet found any 
use in astrology. 

The first set gives us, astrologically, the 
“houses”. It deals with the relation of a 
particular man, located at a particular point 
in time and space on the earth, to the rest 
of the universe. As _ this particular man 
stands up he sees a celestial hemisphere in 
which figure either a blazing sun, or an 
infinitude of stars. A particular man on a 
particular point of a particular planet faces 
the Universal, one half of which IS visible, 
the other half of which is hidden by that 
mass of matter which supports him: the 
planet. 

Astrologers have somewhat belittled the 
value of the indications given by the 
“houses” on the ground that these indica- 
tions are eminently particular, transitory and 
personal; or else they have applied them 
only to the determination of most matter of 
fact occurrences. On the contrary they have 
emphasized the “deeper” value of the third 
set of coordinates which give us the zodiacal 
signs. For the indications so received are 
with reference to the earth orbit, that is 
not only with reference to a particular man 
(first set) or a particular planet (second 
set), but to a particular planet’s relationship 
to its Sun. The signs of the zodiac are divi- 
sions of the earth’s orbit. This orbit as a 
whole is in a sense the higher reality of the 
earth—as already pointed out in a previous 
essay..It is the relatively abstract relation 
sun-earth, or center to circymference, or 
central consciousness the peripherical sense- 
perceptions. 

If we consider MAN as a cosmic entity, 
then this entity’s circumferential being is 
determined by the earth’s orbit, the sun be- 








ing its center. It is a heliocentric entity, a 
cosmic whole. This whole has twelve basic 
functions or modes of being, represented 
by the signs of the zodiac. The planet earth 
itself symbolizes the gate of awareness, the 
provider of sensations and means for action 
of this cosmic Being. As the earth revolves 
on its orbit it contacts successively various 
types of experience, sends sensations to the 
central self, the sun, and reacts according 
to the dictates of this central self (stimulus- 
response). MAN’S destiny is measured by 
the ever shifting relationship between earth 
and sun, between outer sensorial intellectual 
perceptions and the inner point of conscious- 
ness which interprets and reacts to these 
outer contacts. From such a cosmic point 
of view, which is the true “heliocentric” one, 
the signs of the zodiac are organic centers 
in the orbital being of MAN, and the planets 
are divided into two groups: 

1. INNER planets within the earth’s or- 
bit: Venus, Mercury and the so-called Vul- 
can, which symbolizes the outer sun’s action, 
the powers generated by its rotation and 
by the corona’s activity. 

2. OUTER planets outside of the earth’s 
orbit: Mars, the Asteroids or Lucifer, 
Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus, Neptune, Pluto. 

The three planets of the inner group per- 
tain to the interior and purely subjective 
life of the cosmic MAN (theosophically, we 
might say: Manas, Buddhi, Atma). The 
seven outer planets deal with the seven Rays 
of outer activity. Mars is the first Ray, 
Lucifer is the second, scattered yet to be re- 
constituted by the seventh, Pluto—the planet 
of ceremonial activity and synthesis. Jupiter 
represents the third Ray and Saturn the 
fourth. Uranus is related to the fifth Ray 
of science and to the revolutionary changes 
brought about by modern science; especially 
electricity, radio, etc. Neptune signifies the 
sixth Ray of pure devotion, the Ray of Jesus, 
the Anointed. Pluto corresponds to the 
seventh Ray, which is no Ray in a sense, 
but the reconstitution of the scattered Soul 
(second Ray). 

These planets have also certain signs of 
the zodiac which they rule; for each one has 
a special affinity with a portion of the earth’s 
orbit (signs of the zodiac so-called), in fact 
with two opposite segments of this orbit; 
for, when the earth is in one sign the sun 
is in the opposite sign (at any rate if we 
consider theoretically the earth’s orbit as a 
circle). 

Thus: 
MARS—rules Aries and Libra (involution- 
ary and evolutionary polarities) 
LUCIFER—rules Taurus and Scorpio 
JUPITER—rules Gemini and Sagittaries 
SATURN—rules Cancer and Capricorn 
URANUS—rules Leo and Aquarius 
NEPTUNE-—rules Virgo and Pisces 

Pluto has no special rulership but is re- 
lated to Scorpio. As for the three inner 
planets they could be related, VENUS to 
the cardinal signs; MERCURY to the fixed 
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signs (Mercury fixes metals and records sen- 
— and VULCAN to the mutable signs. 

he Moon has a special significance, as it 
is half of the time inside and half of the time 
outside of the earth’s orbit. It symbolizes 
thus that which links the inner and the 
outer; viz. the personal human self or mind. 

This is true heliocentric, or orbital, astro- 
logy. A complete system of interpretation 
could be based on the foregoing premises 
and shall be worked out in a not too dis- 
tant future. In this system fixed stars will 
have to be taken into account, especially 
those which come at any time in exact align- 
ment with the sun and the earth. Such stars 
enter then in the consciousness of the earth’s 
orbit, or cosmic MAN, and bring powerful 
influences from... SPACE. 

Space is always SPACE, whether around 
the orbital Being or around the apparently 
small personal being that we know as earthly 
man; and, whether we use orbital or plane- 
tary, heliocentric or geocentric astrology, 
the same basic sets of values are true; only 
it might be wise not to mix them up indis- 
F raaeia as the usual modern astrology 

oes. 

In orbital astrology we have a center, the 
sun, and a revolving gate of awareness, the 
earth. In geocentric astrology our center is 
the earth’s center and our gate of awareness 
is the human personality born on the earth’s 
surface. Every human birth is the opening 
of a gate through which the earth-center 
(which is also MAN!) becomes aware of 
SPACE. MAN, as the planetary Being, 
has billions of eyes opening to space, then 
closing. Every human life is a wink of the 
multitudinous Eye of MAN. Half of the life 
is the stimulus, the other half, the response; 
also day-consciousness is the stimulus, night- 
consciousness, the response. During the day, 
the earth-center, man’s consciousness and 
the sun are more or less in alignment. The 
earth-center is aware of the sun through 
man. During night the earth obliterates the 
sun to man’s eyes. At midnight the earth- 
center eclipses the sun; but then the sun- 
rays coming from the nadir energize the 
earth-center emanations which are projected 
into man. This is the meaning of the occult 
phrase “the midnight sun”. For the earth- 
center is the spiritual essence of MAN as a 
planetary Being just as, from a heliocentric 
point of view, the sun-center is the spiritual 
essence of MAN as a cosmic Being. 

There is as much a need for a truly geo- 
centric astrology as for a truly heliocentric 
system; a geocentric astrology which would 
be an astrology of light. Man is affected 
by what he sees, by the messages and in- 
fluences that light carries to him. Scientists 
become increasingly aware of the fact that 
our universe is a universe of emanations, 
that the speed of light has a unique signifi- 
cance, that light and vibrations are the sub- 
stratum of the world. Astrologers ought to 
emphasize more strongly the meaning of 
whether a planet, or star, was visible or not 









to the living personality whose birth-chart 
they study. The angle at which the light- 
emanations of the sun, planet or star actually 
fall upon the newborn individual should be 
of essential importance for these light-em- 
anations are the messages of Space. 

This means that the “houses” should be 
given a more capital value than is often be- 
stowed to them. For the “houses” are an- 
thropocentric (man-centered) values. True 
geocentric astrology—unless mundane as- 
trology be considered which deals with the 
destiny of continents, nations and cities— 
should become accurately yet spiritually 
anthropocentric. 

In fact astrology, in a sense, shall never 
be fully regenerated and transfigured unless 
it be always anthropocentric. If Man knows 
himself as a cosmic solar being, then an- 
thropocentric astrology becomes heliocen- 
tric; otherwise the heliocentric system will 
always remain somewhat unreal. Man is al- 
ways to be the center; and by Man, we mean, 
Man as a concrete being. To be concrete 
does not signify to be earthly and physical. 
It means to have an organized body in which 
consciousness is centered and through which 
it acts itself out. 

Man is Space concretized and made opera- 
tive. It is the particularized Universal. Thus 
the main elements of astrology should be 
Space and Man’s concrete center of con- 
sciousness. Such a center is established by 
the first breath of the child, thus determining

Neptune in Virgo 1928 to 1942 inclusive 
influences the Scorpio Native thru his Ele- 
venth House—the department governing 
Friends and all contacts with strangers. 
This department also is significant of the 
passive side of the Love Nature and in your 
individual chart is indicative of those who 
love you in contra-distinction to the opposite 
(Fifth) house which reveals the positive 
(out-going) love impulse and is indicative 
of those whom you Love. Neptune in this 
department will tend to attract many new 
friends and establish thereby some very ideal 
relationships, but under rather peculiar 
circumstances, possibly in a somewhat se- 
cret or mysterious manner. The motives 
back of these Neptunian friendships are 
unusual and promise unusual benefits to our 
Scorpio friends. The element of self-sacrifice 
will no doubt enter into them particularly 
from the point of view of the other person. 
But there also appears to be great danger 
of deception and treachery with resultant 
injustice and much sorrow to the Scorpio 
Native thru friends attracted under this in- 
fluence. While Neptune is in your eleventh 
house Beware of Strangers. This is a time 
when it might be advisable to look a gift 
horse in the mouth. These Neptunian 
Friends may come to you with wonderful 
offers of assistance, they may make the 
most extravagant promises. They would de- 
liver to you the World with a fence around 
it—if they could. For some reason difficult 
to define there always lurks in every human 
breast the faint hope that somehow, some- 
where, sometime he may get something for 
nothing and where be invariably looks for 
this gift of the Gods is always indicated by 
the position of Neptune in the individual 
Horoscope. By a strange contradiction in 
Nature there also exists what seems to be 
an inexorable Law which decrees that Man 


shall never get anything for nothing and be- 
cause Neptune seems to promise something 
which according to the Laws of Nature 
cannot be delivered this may account for 
the fact that Neptune is usually, in As- 
trological terminology, associated with Swin- 
dles and Gold-brick schemes of all kinds. 
Wherever Neptune may be in a chart there 
the individual is particularly liable to fraud. 
Our Scorpio friends who now have it in 
their House of Friends need to apply the 
acid test of experience to all proffers of 
friendship before acceptance. Gifts must 
bear the Hall Mark of,genuine unselfishness 
which asks nothing and offers no promissory 
Notes. If some Stranger appears who as a 
friend seems to offer unusual benefits which 
down in your heart you know you do not 
deserve or which you are not conscious of 
ever having earned—look out—this is prob- 
ably just another Neptunian Mirage. In the 
end you pay—full price—for these Neptunian 
gifts as for all that you get from Life, the 
irony of the situation only becomes appar- 
ent when you later realize that you haven’t 
anything to show for your money. Like one 
who spends all his money and time riding 
on a merry-go-round. 

In as much as Neptune (in Virgo) is in its 
own Seventh House sign it is probable that 
regardless of where it may be in an indi- 
vidual horoscope the effect will ultimately be 
felt in the department of Marriage, Partner- 
ships and Legal Affairs where all events 
are eventually brought to a culmination in 
the form of a cooperative plan of some kind. 
In the lives of those eligible for such it 
might result in a marriage. Others may 
experience certain readjustments in regard 
to their marital relations or business part- 
nerships. The influence of Neptune qualifies 
and may be recognized in these events by 
making them in some way secret or mys- 
terious. Otherwise the motives back of and 
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events leading up to these changes are in 
some way peculiar. Under this influence we 
often see a union of May and December 
or the element of self sacrifice may be in- 
volved. In such cases, however, it is usually 
found that Pity is not a satisfactory founda- 
tion for Marriage. Also, under Neptune, 
Partners have a way of disappearing. It 
leads to Secret Marriages, Elopements and 
infidelity after Marriage. To those who live 
on a high plane, who are unselfish, who do 
not deceive themselves into thinking that 
they can get something for nothing these 
Neptunian relationships may bring ideal hap- 
piness and unusual success in many ways. 
Others who respond only to the lower phase 
of this Planet, who are themselves selfish, 
scheming and desirous of putting something 
over on the World may find themselves 
tricked, deluded, or ensnared into a secret 
marriage, Business Partnership or other sim- 
ilar form of relationship with someone who 
is utterly unworthy, who may be quite de- 
praved, dishonest, morally or physically un- 
fit, possibly potentially at least a criminal or 
insane with the ultimate result that the re- 
lationship ends in tragedy, ruin and disgrace. 

In our conclusion of this Analysis of the 
Neptune influence we might say this—we 
have often said it before but it cannot be 
repeated too often. The person who sincerely 
endeavors to at all times walk “In his steps” 
never has anything to fear from Neptune. 
This is the most exacting and difficult of 
all the Planets to live up to. It is the Christ 
Planet and requires nothing less than the 
complete abnegation of Self and complete 
renunciation of our Selfish Desires. It is for 
this reason that so few of us ever derive 
anything but misery from the influence of 
this Planet and even those who do seemingly 
obey often get little enough in the way of 
Material rewards tho their Spiritual com- 
pensations may be considerable. 

1927 to 1934 inclusive Uranus is in Aries, 
its own Third House sign and in the Sixth 
(solar) house of Scorpio which rules health 
and employment. If you don’t join the I. 
W. W. while under this it is a wonder. 
Uranus in the Sixth House has the greatest 
difficulty keeping a Job. He cannot stand 
to work under the close supervision of a 
Boss. He will not obey orders. He can’t 


get along with his fellow employees and 
he can’t get anybody to work for him or 





at any rate he can’t find an employee that 
is worth his salt (in the estimation of Uran- 
us) and as a Uranian Employer would rather 
fire than hire anyway he usually has to do 
the work himself. 

In the matter of Health this shows a pre- 
disposition to Occupational Diseases also 
such as arise from excessive Nervous Ten- 
sion. There is danger to the health thru 
extraordinary accidents by fire, electricity 
or machinery caused indirectly by impulsive 
haste or sudden changes of plans and gen- 
erally erratic behavior. There is also a 
warning in this to control a tendency to 
irregular habits of Life. One who is under 
this influence must be careful to cultivate 
regular habits—adopt a well ordered schedule 
and adhere to it. This schedule may be as 
original as you like but it must be systematic. 
For such ailments as you may be afflicted 
with at this time you will find that Nature 
Cures. Electric or Magnetic Treatments, 
and certain forms of Mental Healing may be 
most effective as a method of treatment. 
Your Illnesses are unusual and call for un- 
usual measures often rather drastic remedies 
are resorted to by this Planet in the role 
of Physician. 

For a solution of your employment prob- 
lems you would need to try something new 
—something you have never done before 
or thought of doing and be sure it was a 
line of work that allowed you considerable 
liberty of action—where you would not be 
subject to close supervision else you would 
be almost certain to blow up on the job. 
Uranus as an employe is irritable, furiously 
independent and unmanageable, always ready 
to quit at a moments notice and on little or 
no provocation. 

1930, 1931, and 1932 (summer months) 
Saturn was in Capricorn the Solar Third 
house of those born in the sign Scorpio. 
This tended to make the mind serious and 
sober increasing any natural capacity there 
may have been for deep thought and 
enhancing the powers of concentration. 
There was an unwonted tendency to delve 
into and ability to grapple with and grasp 
the more profound problems of Life. 

This position of Saturn may also have 
forced changes in your personal circum- 
stances and domestic environment which 
were accomplished with some difficulty and 
attended by some element of tragedy by 
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reason of an unwillingness on your part 
to make the change. In regard to your home 
you may have been obliged to give up some- 
thing or someone whom you were unwilling 
to release and the loss of which cause you 
much sorrow. This may have been the loss 
of an intimate friend, a close relative or 
some member of your family by death or 
otherwise and in a manner equally decisive, 
in any case the decree of Fate was probably 
irrevocable. However what Saturn takes 
is usually a liability anyway tho we may not 
realize this at the time, we are better off 
without it. When this Tax Collector of the 
Gods comes around we are forced to liquid- 
ate. When we have Frozen Assets in any 
department Saturn is the planet that makes 
us get rid of them even if we do have to take 
a loss. It is probable that we paid more for 
this prized Possession than it was worth 
in the first place—more than it ever would 
have been worth to us. It is probable that 
our Scorpio friends hanging like grim death 
to some intimate relationship that was limit- 
ing them—holding them back and they could 
not get anywhere until they did let go. They 
feared to be released from this yet were 
surprised how easy it was to get along with- 
out it when they were forced to do so and 
psychically it was like an (aching) tooth 
that had to be yanked out. In some ways 
Saturn is like a Dentist (who has not yet 
learned the art of painless extraction) he 
hurts—ouch!—how he does hurt while he 
is working on us but we feel so much better 
afterward that we usually are quite thankful 
that he did not heed our howls for sym- 
pathy. Saturn usually demands that we 
give up our dearest—most cherished—pos- 
session in whatever department of the chart 
he may be placed because it seems to be 
Human Nature to become most attached to 
that which is doing us the most harm. The 
lesson taught by Saturn is Faith—Faith in 
God—in the Universe and—in yourself. The 
Whip-lash which Saturn uses is fear and our 
protection is unselfishness—He who is un- 
selfish fears nothing and No Man; for the 
very essence of Fear is selfishness. 

Fear paralyzes all effort yet it is so often 
unrecognized as a personal trait and respon- 
sibility. According to the Illusory nature 
of Consciousness this inner condition is 
projected into the outer environment 
but 


is scarcely ever traced to its real 








source—within the faithless soul of the 
person so afflicted. We often give our 
Fears high-sounding names—Conscience is 
one of them—Common-sense another—we 
can always find words with which to hide 
the Truth—that in fact, is what words are 
usually used for but thru the discipline of 
Saturn (Time or Fate—the Law of Cause 
and Effect) and thru frequent clashes with 
our Arch Enemy—Fear—Man is gradually 
acquiring Faith and is learning the great 
truth that there is in Man an attribute of 
Divinity—The Will. Man is slowly but sure- 
ly evolving to a full realization of the fact 
that this Divine Will is his—to use—Human 
(personal Will) Eventually he will realize 
that there is no power in Heaven above or 
the Earth beneath higher than the Will of 
him who can calmly and with perfect Faith 
command the Waves of Circumstance—“Be 
still and—Know—that I am God”. Who 
dares to look Nature straight in the face and 
say “I am your Master”—There shall be no 
other Gods before me. Such a Man fears 
nothing yet it must not be thought that this 
kind of courage is ruthless. Ruthlessness 
is born of Selfishness but this Higher Cour- 
age is born of Faith and Love—unselfish 
Love. He who is selfish must also know 
Fear for these two are the Siamese Twins 
of Consciousness—one cannot live unless 
joined to the other, but “Perfect Love 
casteth out Fear”’—and with it Selfishness. 
Hence Venus the Planetary symbol of Love 
is said to be the antidote for Saturn symbol 
symbol of Fear. He who has mastered the 
lessons which this planet of inexorable Law 
would teach finds that Venus replaces Sat- 
urn in his Horoscope. He recognizes but 
one Law—Love and but one Power—Will. 

During 1933 and 1934 Saturn in Aquarius 
will tend to crystallize your position in life 
and give a definite form to your field of ac- 
tivity on base of operations. This should 
mark a successful culmination to a process 
of development that has been in progress 
for about three years. 

With the transit of Saturn into Aquarius, 
November 20, 1932, there should have been 
presented certain opportunities to definitely 
settle these matters. The aspects received by 
Saturn at various times would, of course, 
either assist or hinder according to the na- 
ture of the aspect. For instance, during 1933, 
the trine of Mars to Saturn, July the 30th, 
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Trine of Venus to Saturn, August the 30th, 
Mercury trine Saturn, September the 23rd, 
Sun trine Saturn, October the 3d, and finally 
trine Jupiter Saturn, October the 25th should 
all be very helpful influences in this connec- 
tion and be of great assistance to you in 
your efforts to establish your life and your 
enterprises upon a solid foundation for future 
success. We would consider the major trine 
of Jupiter to Saturn (Oct. 25) be far the 
most important of these. Jupiter will trine 
Saturn twice again during its transit through 
Libra, the next being March 1934 followed 
by another in September, 1934. Each of these 
three major trines presage fortunate develop- 
ments of considerable magnitude in your life, 
developments which should contribute great- 
ly to your ultimate success. There will be, 
of course from time to time, minor afflic- 
tions to this Saturn tending to unsettled con- 
ditions and particularly with reference to the 
afflictions of the transiting Mars these dis- 
turbances might be sufficiently powerful and 
violent to seriously endanger your position 
and threaten the integrity of your enter- 
prises. During these danger periods, there- 
fore, you should be more than ordinarily 
cautious and should avoid taking undue 
chances but postpone important matters par- 
ticularly when such matters involve a change 
of position. These danger periods are Aug- 
ust, 1933 and January, May, September and 
the first half of October 1934. 

Saturn in the fourth house will naturally 
increase your responsibilities but it will also 
tend to financial security. This will be your 
compensation for accepting these responsi- 
bilities. For the establishment of a home 
or for investments in real estate a better in- 
fluence could scarcely be found than a well 
aspected Saturn in the fourth house. In 
this respect pay close attention to the favor- 
able and unfavorable periods mentioned 
above. To the favorable periods we might 
add, in addition to October, 1933, you may 
also consider the first half of November, 
1933, April, 1934, the last half of June and 
first half of July, 1934. 

_ September, 1933 to October, 1934, Jupiter 
in Libra will combine your financial affairs 
and social life in the department of idealism 
and self-sacrifice. Inasmuch as Jupiter rules 
your solar second house the developments 
resulting from this transit will naturally 
directly effect your personal finances, favor- 
ably or adversely according to the aspects 
received Jupiter from time to time. -This 
may, for instance, indicate at some time 
during this period financial gain and pros- 
perity resulting from a partnership marriage, 
legal activity or other cooperative arrange- 








ments or activities of various kinds. This 
could, of course, manifest in a great variety 
of forms according to the age and personal 
circumstances of the individual. In the case 
of marriage, such could be very successful 
and ideally happy, or if such were con- 
summated while Jupiter was under afflic- 
tion it might involve an element of self- 
sacrifice and result in sorrow or loss. 
However, since Jupiter is under a harm- 
onious major influence (from Saturn to 
Aquarius) during this transit it is improbable 
that these developments will be ultimately 
unprofitable. In another form Jupiter might 
result in a legal development involving an 
estate (inheritance) or the successful culmi- 
nation of a law suit or it may incline to some 
form of public welfare work which is also 
profitable to you. Jupiter in Libra in the 
Scorpio horoscope will naturally generate 
a generous and charitable attitude in all 
social contacts. Yet when Jupiter is well 
aspected, as in this case, this is bread cast 
upon the waters which returns buttered on 
both sides. This is also a helpful influence 
for those whose work might call for personal 
appearances upon a public stage. Such bene- 
fits are promised to those connected with 
the theater but whatever may be the result 
of this transit in individual cases the fact 
that Jupiter is in your Solar twelfth house, 
that department of the chart which is ruled 
by Neptune, the planet of idealism, dreams, 
visions and mystery, will naturally charac- 
terize these affairs as being quite peculiar 
and involving an element of self-sacrifice. 
At times when Jupiter is afflicted this may 
mean tragedy—sorrow or loss—through 
which, however, in all cases should come 
ultimate gain materially because of the fact 
that Jupiter is in harmonious relationship 
to another major planet (Saturn and Aquar- 
ius) and does not receive any major afflic- 
tions. 

In order to avoid the unhappier phases 
of this transit it will be necessary to be par- 
ticularly careful at those times when Jupiter 
may be under minor afflictions. The last 
half of October and the first half of Novem- 
ber, 1933 are indicated as favorable. Also 
the last half of June and the first half of 
July, 1934. You should, however, be very 
cautious in all of these matters during the 
last week of November and the month ot 
December, 1933 and the last half of July 
and the month of August, 1934. 

We have already analyzed the influence of 
Uranus and Aries (1927-1934) and its prob- 
able effects upon your Solar sixth house. 
This has been revealed as probably indi- 
cating drastic readjustments in the depart- 
ment governing health and employment.

A Weekly Forecast 


Based upon the Mutual Planetary Aspects 
During October 1932 


Oct. 3 to Oct. 11 


During the major portion of this period 
we find very few aspects of outstanding im- 
portance, yet this week commences in a 
rather startling manner under the opposition 
of Mercury to Uranus at 6:39 p. m., E. S. T., 
October 3rd. The Sun trine Saturn at 6:55 
a.m., E. S. T., the same day (October 3), 
is a stabilizing influence that tends to hold 
erratic tendencies in check at least insofar 
as governmental affairs and official control 
are concerned, this points to legislative 
action and an attitude on the part of those 
in authority, tending to produce enduring 
benefits. Mention of this Solar trine to 
Saturn and its correlations has already been 
made on page 33 of the September issue of 
American Astrology. However this Mercury 
affliction to Uranus has no direct connection 
with the Sun-Saturn configuration and when 
Uranus afflicts Mercury the result is usually 
a derailment, literally and figuratively speak- 
ing. People and enterprises run off the 
track (or over the edge) under this influence. 
It produces high nervous tension, excite- 
ment, erratic moves and sudden drastic 
changes, also “high winds” (probably a 
Whirlwind—Uranus), which calls to mind 
an old army phrase “Wind up,” used by 
aviators particularly, as expressing fear, 
lack of confidence, nervousness, etc. 

In National and International affairs this 
may inspire some individual with a belief 
that he is a Chosen Messenger, Prophet, 
teacher, spokesman, etc. of Higher Powers, 
or otherwise produce some startling an- 
nouncement, the effect of which might be 
very disorganizing upon those affected 
thereby. Under this influence the mental 
perspective of humanity is distorted, with 
the result that many sad mistakes and errors 
of judgment are made. It produces bitter 
slanderous attacks, obstinacy and perversity, 
and is also very adverse for traveling, 
changes of policy or plans, new ideas, inno- 
vations and intellectual affairs. No one 
ever says what he means when Mercury is 
in affliction with Uranus. 


Oct. 19 to Oct. 25 


Here is a critical situation—very. The 
Lunation takes place at 0.44 a. m,, E. S. T., 


Oct. 19, and is followed by the opposition 
of the Sun to Uranus at 1:06 a. m., E. S. T. 
the same day, which places the Sun and 
Moon at their conjunction (Lunation) in 
close opposition to Uranus—in fact it is so 
close as to be considered exact. The order 
in which these aspects occur are Moon con- 
junction Sun, 0.44 a. m.; Moon opposition 
Uranus, 0.46 a. m. and Sun opposition 
Uranus 1:46 a. m. (all E. S. T.) Oct. 19. 
This is almost exactly the same combination 
of aspects as that which occured October 
3, 1929, although in that instance of course 
different degree areas were involved. 

This is a devastating configuration that 
produces catastrophies of an extraordinary 
and extreme nature, public hysteria, discord 
and disruption, violent reactions and rever- 
sals of public opinion, revolutionary events, 
the overthrow of empires and death of kings, 
the crashing of mighty structures and dis- 
grace and ruin to those in power, and among 
the Great Ones of the Earth truly “the Fall 
of the Mighty.” It will be particularly 
powerful in Europe, and principally over 
the British Isles, also in Longitudes 50 to 
60 W.; 120 W. and 90 to 100 E. 

These areas point definitely to destructive 
forces to be active in Russia, England and 
other European nations, Cuba and the West 
Coast of America. 

Hitler, born April 20th, 1889 at 6:30 p. m., 
Brannau, Austria, has 27 Libra on the 
Ascendant with the Sun at birth 0.50 Taurus, 
dangerously close to Uranus at the time of 
this Lunation. Furthermore the transiting 
Uranus is exactly over his Mercury in 25 
Aries. Considering this in connection with 
the opposition of Mercury to Uranus earlier 
in this month (October 3) and Mercury 
square Saturn October 13, we must say the 
month of October 1933 promises to provide 
the supreme test of Hitler’s power and may 
give his Star of Destiny a mighty stiff jolt. 
The transiting square of Mercury and 
Saturn completes a grand square (October 
13) with Hitler’s natal Venus and Mars in 
Taurus and Saturn in Leo. This is indica- 
tive of a crisis, in his affairs though not 
necessarily disastrous, and then this Luna- 
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tion on his Ascendant opposing the transit- 
ing Uranus on his natal Mercury—certainly 
a very uncertain future has this gentleman. 
With Mars, ruler of his Seventh House, 
directly involved and opposing his natal 
Neptune and Pluto in his Eighth House 
(House of Death), and approaching a square 
to the transiting Neptune (October 25), it 
certainly does look like assassination or 
attempted assassination which will be so 
nearly successful that it may scare him to 
death. 

Even though his personal ruler Venus 
might protect him from physical injury 
(and she will have all she can do if she does 
for she is at serious disadvantage being also 
in’ Sagittaries at this time), he is still in 
imminent danger of getting snagged by a 
foreign enemy on some of his International 
Policies and in a way that might mean his 
Political Death. In all this we must bear 
in mind that it is within the Power of Man 
to wisely direct these forces into safe chan- 
nels, and Hitler may be wiser than we know. 
It has been said that he has definite occult 
inclinations and understanding and that he 
pays much heed to Astrological indications. 
In whatever form this configuration may 
manifest, whether with reference to Hitler 
or elsewhere, it will be as sudden as a bolt 
from the blue and as destructive as an 
earthquake. 

Venus is friendly to Saturn at this time 
(sextile 10:21 a. m., E. S. T., October 19) 
but she is also flirting with Neptune (Venus 
square Neptune 0:59 a. m., E. S. T., Oct. 
21st). So it appears probable that the Lady 
of Love has something up her sleeve and it 
isn’t her heart. She will be pleasant enough 
when it suits her purpose and for a consid- 
eration, but she is not likely to forget the 
practical aspects of the situation and may be 
expected to hold much in reserve. This is a 
rather deceptive Venus, decidedly unreliable 
in fact, which augurs ill for the outcome of 
Social events and Sentimental matters at 
this time. 

Mars and Venus had a rather nice party 
earlier in the month (October 13), but here 
is a subtle insidious confidence-destroying 
influence creeping in which threatens to set 
them adrift again. 

Mars sextile Jupiter, October 21, and 
sextile Saturn, October 22, is quite favorable 
for business and favors progress. But here 
we again find Neptune waiting silent and 
sinister a short distance down the road 
threatening to put the skids under Mars also 
(Mars square Neptune October 25). This 
is exceedingly dangerous for new enterprises 
and also for hazardous undertakings, naviga- 
tion and particularly Aerial Navigation. 
Long distance flyers take warning. 


October 25 to November 2 


This period promises to be in pleasant 
contrast to the preceding week, although 
the approaching square of the Sun to Saturn 
is a depressing note and tends to rigidly 
hold everything down within narrow limits. 
The keynote of this aspect is Discipline and 
Dictatorship. They will be wisest who disci- 
pline themselves, However, this aspect is 
not complete until November 2. Through- 
out the major portion of the present period 
harmonious influences prevail. 


Venus trine Uranus November Ist spells 
Romance and Happiness. Truly the world 
can stand a little happiness and recreation 
in consideration of the recent past. This 
aspect should resurrect, revive or rehabilitate 
some of our dead or dying or sadly mutil- 
ated ideals. 

The most important aspect during this 
period is the major trine of Jupiter and 
Saturn, October 25. This aspect has been in 
process of development since September 10. 
It is to this that we may pin our hopes, 
individually and collectively, for a safe pas- 
sage through the storms of the past couple 
of weeks. Jupiter sits high in the heavens 
in the House of Supreme Authority, Honor, 
Credit and Achievement, and in the sign of 
Justice, Co-operation, Law and Social Ad- 
justment—a symbol of Arbitration and of 
“One” in a position of authority who has the 
wisdom and the power to calm the stormy 
waves of dissension. This is an aspect that 
promises long delayed but enduring benefits, 
well-founded prosperity, wise legislation and 
large scale agreements. Internationally this 
is an aspect of great importance. It operates 
slowly, deliberately but surely and irrevoc- 
ably. Were it not for this relation between 
Jupiter and Saturn at this time the config- 
urations of the past few weeks might have 
provided much more serious results than are 
likely to be the case. There might even 
have been War, but an International Con- 
flict is not probable while Jupiter in Libra 
receives a trine from Saturn, and this aspect 
is in effect over a period of many months. 
At the present time Jupiter stands as a 
symbol of victory (without conflict) for 
rulers and the ruling classes. Those in 
Authority and positions of Power are under 
Powerful Protection—“the protecting armor 
of Love.” Tyrants and oppressors cannot 
benefit from this transit, but they who tem- 
per justice with mercy, who rule by winning 
the love and admiration of their subjects, 
such as are motivated by a spirit of justice, 
fairness and co-operation, these “abide 
under the Shadow of the Almighty.” 
(Jupiter)—“His strength is as the strength 
of ten” whose heart is just.

The Month of October for those

It has at times, no doubt, constituted quite a 
serious menace to your welfare and success 
insofar as these matters are concerned par- 
ticularly during 1930 and 1931 while Uranus 
was in cross aspect with Saturn. This planet 
Uranus tends to break through shells of 
limitation and bring about radical read- 
justments in the system of relationship in 
whatever department he may posited it. 

Commencing in June (June 6th to be ex- 
act)1934, Uranus will infuse his revivifying 
influence into your department of marriage, 
partnerships and legal affairs.

General Forecast: The conjunction of 
Sun and Jupiter (according to the Hindu 
calendar the Sun entered Virgo Saturday, 
September 16 at 21:28:48) will produce 
much religious discussions and arguments 
over particular religious beliefs.

PRACTICAL ASTROLOGY 


To continue with an explanation of the sym- 
bolism of the planets, we shall now take the 
first planet that we come to as we travel out- 
ward from the center of the Solar System. 
That heavenly body which is closest to 
the Sun © and which might be said to be 
the first differentiation of spiritual power is 
Mercury 3%, symbolizing the thinking power 
of the spirit. Note the symbol of Mercury 
8% ; we have the circle © (Spirit) over the 
cross + (Body) with the semi-circle @ (the 
Soul) at the top. Mercury % indicates the 
ability of a person to think and express his 
thoughts. In Mythology, Mercury 8 was the 
Messenger of the Gods and traveled with the 
rapidity of thought, all of which is quite 
significant. To light his path he carried the 
lamp of reason and Mercury 8 in the Horo- 
scope quite appropriately symbolizes the light 
of intelligence. Wherever it may be placed in 
the Chart, at that point does the light of in- 
telligent comprehension shine most brightly. 
The Moon ® and Mercury g are both 
planets of mind, and together symbolize the 
entire world of thought. The Moon ® sym- 
bolizes concrete thought or knowledge—the 
body of thought. Mercury &% symbolizes ab- 
stract thought or intelligence—the life which 
animates the body of thought, therefore the 
Moon ® in the Horoscope indicates the cap- 
acity of any person to absorb knowledge— 
that is to say, the degree of receptivity of the 
mind. Mercury % indicates the person’s 
ability to think what he has learned and to 
originate new ideas. The relationship existing 
between these two mental rulers in a Horo- 
scope constitutes a very important factor in 
the reading of a Chart. This is a point which 
will be more fully discussed later. This 
logically brings us to the consideration of the 
other mental planet, which may be said to con- 
tain within itself the qualities of both the 
Moon ® and Mercury gy. We refer to 
Neptune ty. It has been said that, “As a man 
thinketh in his heart, so is he.” Neptune by 
its position and aspects gives us this very 


important bit of information. Neptune t! may 
be said to contain within itself the qualities 
of both the Moon ® and Mercury ¥% —that 
is to say it is both positive and receptive, and 
both receives impressions and creates ideas, 
Therefore it is said to indicate the source of 
inspiration in a Horoscope, the point of con- 
tact with universal intelligence. It might be 
called the symbol of the Intellectual Soul, the 
individual’s balance in the bank of wisdom. 
What we learn through Neptune tY requires 
no study. What is expressed through this 
planet comes forth as an inspired utterance, 
whence we know not. It indicates what the 
individual thinks about when he is not con- 
sciously directing his thoughts. Therefore, it 
indicates the subject and quality of a person’s 
day dreams, also of the visions of the night. 
Everyone has a castle in Spain—some ideal 
condition of life toward which he strives—and 
this planet by its position indicates the nature 
of this Utopia and by its aspects, just to what 
degree the dream may be realized. This com- 
pletes our consideration of the mental rulers 
of the Chart. 

Now we pass on to a study of the emotion- 
al rulers. Venus 9 represented by the circle 
over the cross, symbolizes the triumph of 
spirit over matter through love. It is cor- 
related with the higher regions of the desire 
world where the constructive force of attrac- 
tion is dominant, hence in the Horoscope this 
planet by its position indicates to what and to 
whom the individual is instinctively attracted. 
Also, it is the center of affection and indicates 
what and whom the person loves. 

Mars ¢, represented by the cross over the 
circle, symbolizes the triumph of matter over 
spirit. It is exactly opposite in nature to 
Venus Q and rules the lower region of the 
desire world where the destructive force of 
repulsion holds sway; therefore, Mars in a 
Horoscope indicates what the individual is 
instinctively opposed to and in the extreme 
what the individual hates. The use of the 
word hate might be protested as not having a 
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place in a constructive philosophy of life, yet 
as the opposite of love it is equally necessary. 
Evil must be destroyed and through the 
power of Mars g we hate and destroy what 
is evil. It has been said that the principle 
difference between the philosophy of Emerson 
and that of Carlyle was that Emerson loved 
good and Carlyle hated evil. This serves to 
illustrate the point we wish to make, that hate 
has its place in the scheme of manifestation. 
Anger has been defined as a “spiritual cath- 
artic which has saved the souls of millions.” 
It is said that a really bad person rarely be- 
comes angry. The true significance of Mars 
4 in a Horoscope is that it reveals a power 
to destroy what is evil in one’s environment 
and champion the cause of righteousness. 
Mars ¢ indicates the battlefield of the per- 
son’s life; where he has the ability to go in 
and conquer; the people he is naturally op- 
posed to, also where and by what means he 
meets and overcomes opposition. Also, it is 
the planet of action, and by its position shows 
the individual’s power to act, the instruments 
with which he works, and where he will work 
to the best advantage. Mars g makes a com- 
plete circuit of its orbit every eighteen 
months, approximately, and in that time 
transits through each sign of the Zodiac and 
stimulates into activity the sign it transits and 
for the period of its transit brings the forces 
of that sign out in a positive manner. More 
than any other planet, it may be used to fore- 
cast the actual time of an event. As in the 
case of the Moon ® and Mercury 8, we 
also find these two emotional planets, Venus 
Q and Mars ¢, combined in Uranus x, 
which may be said to represent the Emotional 
Soul, The symbol of Uranus kf, which is 
two semi-circles back to back joined by the 
cross in the center, symbolizes the dual nature 
of the emotional soul—here are the two halves 
of the soul in one body. It is a fact that 
people under the influence of Uranus kf are as 
a rule strong believers in the theory of soul 
mates, which accounts for the rather hectic 
emotional lives they so frequently live and ex- 
plains their constant search for the other half 
of the self or the soul mate. Those who have 
penetrated the secret of this symbol and have 
learned the lesson it was designed to teach 
will realize that the soul mate is really with- 
in the self and they will cease looking for it 
among the persons who constitute the outer 
environment. This planet symbolizes the sub- 


conscious desires of the person. It is the in- 
dividual’s balance in the bank of happiness. It 
is both positive and negative; it repels and 
attracts alternately, which accounts for the 
erratic nature it manifests, particularly in its 
social contacts. Under the influence of Uranus 
one may suddenly be attracted by a person and 
then without warning just as suddenly develop 
a violent dislike for the same person. The 
admonition is to try and balance these two 
forces by maintaining an impersonal attitude. 
This seems to be the lesson we must learn 
through the experiences brought to us by 
Uranus Ht. It is a magnetic center tending 
to attract all the things indicated by its posi- 
tion in the Chart, and when the impersonal 
attitude is finally attained, it gives freedom, 
independence and perfect individualization— 
the natural result of emotional balance and 
control. It therefore may be said to represent 
the way to liberation on the emotional plane. 

Finally we will consider the physical plane 
and its rulers. We have already studied the 
Sun © which symbolizes the life force and 
the vitality of the physical body. The Sun © 
from this point of view is correlated with the 
etheric region of the physical world; the re- 
gion of pure force as distinct from matter. 
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We have the exact opposite of this in Saturn 
b, which is correlated with form devoid of 
life or substance; form which limits and re- 
strains spiritual power. Saturn } therefore 
symbolizes the principle of crystallization. In 
expressing the law of Saturn hb we might 
quote the words of Max Hiendel, “manifesta- 
tion implies limitation.” Saturn } symbolizes 
the principle which makes manifestation, pos- 
sible through the limitations it imposes upon 
the spirit. The symbol of Saturn }, which is 
the cross over the semi-circle, reveals the 
dominance of the body over the soul. Under 
the influence of this dark star the soul is 
chained to the rock of materialism, an ex- 
perience which is dramatized in the myth An- 
dromeda. The pushing out of the life force 
symbolized by the Sun ©, opposed by the con- 
tracting influence of form symbolized -by 
Saturn }, results in material growth and ac- 
cumulation (Jupiter 24), Saturn }b in a 
Horoscope indicates definitely what the indi- 
vidual lacks; where there is a consciousness of 
deficiency and what that person needs most in 
life. In point of character it shows the 
qualities the individual must necessarily de- 
velop in order to master the material universe; 
qualities of character which are developed by 
the inculcation of corresponding habits. If 
there is any cowardice in the nature, anything 
or any person the individual is afraid of, the 


position of Saturn in the Horoscope will indi- 
cate just what or whom that may be. The 
sign wherein Saturn } may be placed in a 
Horoscope is the means by which the indi- 
vidual must attain material mastery, but 
Saturn 5 stands like a Guardian on the 
Threshold and inevitably refuses to permit 
those powers to be used for selfish purposes. 
The impassable barrier is Fear, and the key 
which removes that barrier is Faith,—Faith 
founded on experience. Finally, these two 
physical rulers, the Sun © and Saturn bh, 
are combined in the symbol of Jupiter 2, 
which may be said to symbolize the Conscious 
Soul, and represent the individual’s balance in 
the cosmic bank of supply. It is the symbol 
of material abundance and substance which is a 
combination of both life and form. It there- 
fore symbolizes material growth and expan- 
sion and specifically the individual’s source of 
wealth. By its position in the Horoscope, it 
indicates where and by what means the indi- 
vidual may secure material supply—the person’s 
subconscious standard for physical existence, 
his money consciousness. It is quite in order 
to consider Jupiter 2, as the symbol of the 
Religious Urge, for it symbolizes that process 
of spiritual growth and accumulation which 
must always precede material manifestation.

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Marriages Made, in Heaven—

As Ibsen has said, “Labor and troubles 
we can get alone; but it takes two to be 
glad.” Adam surrendered a perfectly good 
rib, and got Eve—he needed a playmate. But 
the Eves of today must not only help men 
to enjoy the fruits of their labor but must 
also share their troubles. 


Ask any partner of a successful marriage 
team why it works so well, and he or she 
will surely say that it is all in “knowing how 
to handle ’em, etc!” But, ask one where 
things are not so rosy, and he will invariably 
point an accusing finger at “the party of the 
second part.” That is human nature. 


People will find astrology most useful 
when selecting their marriage partners. As- 
trology helps one to steer his ship through 
the tosses and storms of Life. It is often said 
that marriage either makes or breakes a man, 
or woman. But the full importance of the 
part which astrology plays in the arrange- 
ment of human marital affairs is realized 
only by a careful study and comparison of 
the two charts of a marriage team. Why 
are some reduced to poverty, or suffering 
ill health, or loss of friends and social stand- 
ing in general, following their marriage, 
while others, for no reason whatever and 
certainly through no apparent effort of their 
own, are happy and successful after their 
marriage? 

Astrology is a key—compare the two 
charts and you will find the answer. 

A single birth-chart gives indications for 
or against a happy marriage, as the case 
may be. But any evil present in this chart 
can be accentuated or modified by the part- 
ner’s planets and their position as connected 
with the important departments of life 
shown by the houses in the other’s horo- 
scope. If your partner’s Saturn or Neptune 
and Uranus is in your seventh house—watch 
out! You are to get the worst end of the 
bargain. The same is true if his or her Sat- 
urn is in the same degree or very close to 
your Sun or Venus, or his Saturn over your 
Moon. I have known two instances of the 
latter; in both cases the women were semi- 
invalids following their marriage, though 
enjoying robust health before. Neither could 
have children, though the individual charts 
did not entirely deny children. 

The charts of a happily married couple 
showed, when taken singly, that marriage 
would be an important factor in the life of 
each, but other indications were neither 


very favorable, nor yet bad. She has Sun 
conjunct with Saturn, her ruler; his Moon 
is very close to Mercury, his ruling planet. 
But her Sun and Venus are in his seventh 
house; her Moon and Jupiter in his fifth 
house. His Venus forms a close conjunc- 
tion with her Sun and Uranus; his Moon is 
the degree of her Ascendant. After seven- 
teen years of married life, they still feel the 
same about each other as when they were 
married, after having known each other 
only a few weeks. Such marriages are rare. 

Another case is that of a man having his 
Moon exalted by sign and elevated, sextile 
to his Sun and Venus. Malefics occupy the 
seventh house, but its ruler, Venus, is strong 
and unafflicted. His partner’s Sun, Uranus, 
also her Saturn-Mars conjunction, fall in his 
sixth house. Her Venus is in his eighth—he 
had married her for money, the eighth be- 
ing the second from the seventh house. 
After a few months of married life it was 
very evidently a case of a “broken” man, 
physically and otherwise. 

A few years ago I was connected with a 
concern employing close to a hundred young 
men; I had kept the records of their per- 
sonal histories, earnings, etc. What they 
did not know about, however, was the as- 
trological record of each one of them—a 
horoscope on the back of each card. There 
were many things I learned by observing 
these men and their charts, but one fact par- 
ticularly amused my office associates. When- 
ever a new young man came along, I invari- 
ably knew which of us he would ask for 
a “date”’—his Sun or Venus in her seventh 
or fifth house indicated it plainly. A rather 
frivolous manner of proving astrology, but 
it worked like a charm! 

Most authorities on marriages as con- 
sidered astrologically claim that the ascend- 
ing signs of individuals should be of the 
same nature, positive masculine or nega- 
tive and feminine. Opposite signs, whether 
ascending or sun-signs, are of the same 
nature, electric or magnetic, and yet there 
is just enough dissimilarity to make each 
interesting to the other; this makes for phy- 
sical attraction between the two individuals 
of opposite sex. For a happy and lasting 
union there should be also a similarity of 
spiritual and moral qualities—the Sun of one 
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should be in aspect, preferably good, to the 
Moon of the other. The conjunction of these 
two are usually found in ideally mated 
couples. 

Old astrologers claimed that the aspects 
of Sun and Moon were the deciding factors 
in making a marriage happy or otherwise. 
If so, how do we account for those occa- 
sional instances where the luminaries make 
no aspect whatever, except by progression? 
One does come across such horoscopes; 
one such chart I made was that of a woman 
who married twice, both marriages being 
mistakes; her Sun is in Gemini. 

It is true that some charts show that fate 
has decreed that a life of single blessedness 
is to be pursued. My first teacher of as- 
trology was very serious in her assertion 
that she must have done more than her share 
of marital duty in some previous life, and 
for this reason was left single and free in 
this life—and she certainly has made a suc- 
cess of it. That is a good way of interpreting 
those seventh house afflictions, but not 
everyone has the sense to apply it, as this 
lady did. Marriage is the best training in 
self-discipline, and most people need it. 


But even we astrologers are human, after 
all. It is hard, indeed, to use cold mathe- 
matical calculations by which to judge if 
our affections are well placed or otherwise. 
Yet, when in love, you have the reason of an 
adolescent, at best, and it is at such criti- 
cal times that astrology is useful, and should 
be heeded, however it may disagree with 
your feelings on the matter. 

It is an old saying that happy marriages 
are made in heaven. There is certainly truth 
in this, for it is a fact that planetary influ- 
ences at your birth, also those influencing 
your marriage partner, as well as the com- 
bination of both, do indicate what your lot 
will be in marriage. If you will co-operate 
with your stars, and carefully analyze the 
chart of “the best boy-friend” or “the only 
girl”, and then compare it with your own, 
marriage will cease to be the game of chance 
that it is today. 

However, if you already are married, and 
things are not quite as they should be, look 
to the planetary indications of both charts, 
and analyze both combinations. You may 
thus discover much unsuspected virtue in 
the relationship.

the time for which to calculate the birth- 
chart. 

The Ascendant proper as a point in space 
is of greater importance than is often be- 
lieved. The first inhalation made by the 
child was said by the old Hindu philo- 
sophers, to be the AUM sound of this par- 
ticular child. It is by means of this inhala- 
tion that the child is fecundated by his des- 
tiny, by his AUM. This is the most sacred 
moment. All the light-rays and cosmic rays 
of the hemisphere the child is born in strike 
him; they altogether constitute his mystic 
Name, -his AUM: Space become man 
Wholeness become a particular whole. 

To grasp the full meaning of such a mo- 
ment ecliptical constellations or stars should 
not alone be considered; but all celestial 
sources of emanations that rise, culminate 
and set. What we have named the “AUM 
point” is the synthesis of these basic in- 
fluences, to which we may add that of the 
Nadir region representing the center of the 
earth. The zenith represents the power of 
levitation (Universal selfhood); the nadir 
that of gravitation (concrete selfhood); 
East, the power of stimulation and origin- 
ation; West, that of reaction and adjust- 
ment; North, the power of individuation; 
South, that of expansion and universaliz- 
ation. 

These are the six dimensions of Space, 
unfortunately not represented in the ordinary 


astrological chart. To calculate the cor- 
responding influences for any given locality 
and time is today a rather elaborate task. 
Therefore, to our mind, astrology can hardly 
be said to be established on a scientific 
foundation. It is based partly on orbital, 
partly on geocentric coordinates; it intro- 
duces the meaning of Space, only through 
the “houses” and this in a most inadequate 
manner. 

What then does it rely upon mainly for 
its judgment? On the relative motion of 
the planets, the Sun and Moon being counted 
as the most essential planets. Planets re- 
present the element of activity. They stand 
for motion, vibration, periodicity—all time- 
values, all emotional or soul-values. 

Astrology is still founded upon time- 
values. It has not yet been repolarized to 
fit in with the new Space-concepts which 
are regenerating human _ consciousness. 
Space Astrology, Anthropocentric Astrology 
(both orbital and planetary), can and must 
be built. Pioneers and builders are wanted. 
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Many Things

1—Question—If I had a chart for the 
time of my birth and I had it explained to 
me couldn’t I use the information in Amer- 
ican Astrology so that it would apply to 
me more particularly? 

Answer—This calls for some explanation 
of the difference between the interpretation 
of an individual or personal chart which has 
been calculated accurately and completely 
for the time of birth and the general fore- 
cast given each month in American 
Astrology. 

A personal horoscope reading takes into 
consideration all of the planets (nine in all 
including the Sun and Moon) not only with 
respect to their positions and signs but also 
by house as determined by the rising Sign 
at the moment of birth. This permits an 
interpretation in great detail and in a 
thoroughly individual sense of the exact in- 
fluence of all the planets and signs upon the 
various departments of life as represented 
by the twelve houses of the horoscope. 

It would not be possible to give this kind 
of an interpretation in a magazine intended 
to meet the requirements of the general 
public because in all the world there are not 
two people with horoscopes exactly alike. 
Yet it has been deemed necessary to devise 
some method for meeting the needs of those 
who have neither the time, the money, nor 
the inclination to investigate their personal 
charts. Such people also desire and need 
some guidance in their affairs, though for 
reasons which may be many and various 
they cannot or at any rate do not go into 
the matter deeply. 

American Astrology was designed to meet 
the above requirements. It is the purpose 
of this magazine to furnish the maximum 
astrological guidance to the largest number 
of people at a minimum cost to each per-

son. For this purpose it is necessary to 
select one only of the nine heavenly bodies 
in the horoscope of birth and base our con- 
clusions solely on the relation of the transit- 
ing planets thereto. 

The Sun being the central and controlling 
factor in all horoscopes (even as it is the 
central and controlling factor in the uni- 
verse), it is quite naturally used as_ the 
foundation for these general interpretations. 
This permits us to group all the people in 
the world under twelve signs according to 
the date of birth. We then interpret the in- 
fluence of the transiting planets each month 
with relation to each of these twelve signs. 
This is substantially the same method as 
that used in the preparation of all solar 
horoscopes and yearly readings that are not 
individual. But American Astrology goes 
further and provides you not only with a 
detailed solar reading for the year but also 
for every month, week, and day of the year. 

Those who desire more individual guid- 
ance must, of course, secure a personal 
horoscope, ‘and if you get a personal written 
analysis of your chart for anything less 
than $25.00 please consider that you are get- 
ting a rare bargain. Any personal interpre- 
tation of your chart, if it is really personal 
and if you apply the information, is worth 
many times that amount. Believe me—I 
know. The majority of people will, how- 
ever, find in the general analyses given each 
month in American Astrology all the in- 
formation that they can conveniently apply. 
Of course what is not applied is worthless 
no matter how individual it may be. The 
information contained in American As- 
trology will be found accurate within the 
limits of a practical general forecast. It is, 
of course, not intended to take the place of 
a personal reading as above explained but 
if each person will apply the information 
given for his birth sign each month in 
American Astrology he should receive much 
assistance in meeting his daily problems and 
certainly will not be led astray. 

It must appear clear from the foregoing 
that an explanation of your birth chart 
probably would not be of great assistance 
to you in applying information found in 
American Astrology unless you personally 
understood astrology sufficiently to add to 
the interpretation therein given. Personally 
I would advise everyone to study astrology 
in order that they might do this, but the 
great majority who do not wish to put forth 
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the necessary effort to arrive at a thorough 
understanding of these astrological factors 

will, no doubt, find the information as given 
in American Astrology sufficient for their 

needs. To those who have a genuine desire 
rae more we would say “seek and ye shall 
nd. 

2—Question—I am engaged to be mar- 
ried. I have been told that the signs we 
were born in are not compatible. What are 
some of the other indications of harmony? 
I believe in astrology but we seem to get 
along perfectly. 

Answer—Compatibility cannot be deter- 
mined from the birth signs alone and even 
with respect to the birth signs the general- 
ly accepted ideas regarding compatibility 
would seem to bear revision. In order to 
determine harmony or inharmony between 
individuals it is necessary to make a detailed 
comparison of the charts involved giving 
full consideration to all factors. 

3—Question—Is there anything in my 
horoscope and in the positions of the stars 
at the time a horse race is to be run which 
would suggest a day upon which I should 
buy a “sweepstake” ticket in order to better 
my chance of winning the prize? 

Answer—A moment’s thought should con- 
vince you that this would not be feasible. 
Let us assume that you were given the best 
day on which to buy this ticket and some 
other person were also given the best day 
for him to buy a ticket on the same sweep- 
stake. It may be seen that this then re- 
solves itself into a contest between you and 
this other ticket holder and we should then 
have to compare your chart with his. But 
it isn’t so simple as this either because we 
assume that there are more than two people 
buying tickets on the sweepstake, we would 
then have to compare the horoscopes of all 
the ticket holders. This would be a rather 
expensive procedure, and in the end the 
astrologer would probably win. 

4—Question—You say that the United 
States is ruled by Gemini because this sign 
was rising when the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was being signed. What are the 
ruling signs of other principal countries of 
the world? 

Answer—Before answering your question 
IT might mention that I did not say that in 
just that way. There is some controversy 
on the sign. rulership of the United States 
although it is a fact that Gemini is the gen- 
erally accepted ruler. So far as the sign 
rulerships of countries and cities are con- 
cerned there is unfortunately a lack of com- 
plete data on this point. However, much 
information may be derived by referring 
to various works on Mundane Astrology 
(Raphael, Leo, Sepharial, etc.), but in re- 
cent years many of these rulerships have, I 
believe, been changed. For instance in Ger- 
many we have a situation where the Mon- 
archy gave way to a Republic and finally 
on March 23, this year (under the sign 
Aries) the Republic was replaced by Hitler’s 





Germany which is neither one nor the other. 
Modern Russia is undoubtedly ruled by 
Pisces. Same is true of modern China. I 
understand Cancer is accepted as the ruler 
of Scotland, Aries of England, etc. How- 
ever, we hope to eventually compile some 
more or less complete and exact informa- 
tion on these sign rulerships. We might 
mention that there is on the market at this 
time a very useful little volume by David 
J. Lloyd which gives the sign rulerships 
of many cities in the United States and 
throughout the world. The price of this 
book is $1.00 and can be obtained from the 
Harmony Book Shop, 108 W. 49 St., New 
York, N. Y. 

5—Question—I was born with the Sun in 
Scorpio. If the Moon in Taurus makes me 
feel miserable why don’t I feel badly each 
month? 

Answer—I do not see why the Moon in 
Taurus should necessarily have this effect 
upon you. However, insofar as the influ- 
ence of the Moon each month is concerned, 
a great deal would depend upon the aspects 
received by the Moon from the other trans- 
iting planets at the time it happened to be 
in opposition to your sign.
